The Increase of Stock Husbandry Throughout the 
State—Hog Cholera- The Progress of the Crops 
—fFbe Late Unseasonable Frosts—Other 
Interesting Gossip from the Btate, 


Liscussing the over-production of cotton the 


Dalton Citizen says: 

We heard an intelligent farmersay the other 
day that cotton planting was ruining this portion 
of Georgia—that it had much to do with the pres- 
ent financial pressure among the farmers of this 
section; that this is nota cotton, but grain and 
stock country. The farmer who gave expression 


- to this sensible and truthful opinion always has 


lenty and to spare of corn, wheat, oats, fine beef 
rattle and hogs, and is never 
in debt, all from having nothing 
to do with — a ~~ fem ry whe 
have always maintain H 

in this portion of Georgia in grain, stock raising, 
and the grasses, than in cotton planting, and have 
tried through our columns to impress this fact 
upon our farmers. Take the item of cattle raising 
alone: COolovel Tibbs last fall sold to our market 
107 head of fine beef cattle, from which he realized 


a handsome er cent. after paying all ex 
mses of "raisihe. feeding, etc., and 
o tells us that he now has on_ his 


place in Murray county 250 head that he will put 
upon the market next fall, upon which he expects 
to nearly double his money. Thecolonel not only 
raiscs beef cattle forthe markets, but he makes 
every year hundreds of bushels of corn, wheat, 
oats, etc., forsale. He says mergers will y in 
this country, and handsomely, if it isdonein the 
1ight way; Put the biggest money, he says, can be 
made in sto: : raising. We know he speaksfrom 
experience, for he is undoubtedly one of the mos: 
successful farmers in this section, and the larg- 
est stock raiser in all this region. If our farmers 
would plant less cotton, buy less guano, make 
their own fertilizers at home, and turn their at- 
tention to the stock and “‘hog and hominy’’ ques- 
tions, they would find their exchequere in a much 
healthier condition at the end of each year than 
they now are, with little else besides cotton to 
show for their years work, the most of which goes 
to pay guano bills,and meat, corn and flour to 
buy, as some of them are doing. 
As a further means of adding to the vaiue of the 
state the Citizen urges the idea of stocking the 
mountain streams with troutand other fish, and 
then passing a{law forbidding the catching of 
them for about three years. There are so many 
fishermen now-adays that the fish are becoming 
almost extinct, and something should be done to 
renew thesupply. Take for instance the water 
courses near Dalton. They are good fishing 
streams, or were formerly, but at the very first ap- 
pearance of daylight of spring mornings the 
banks are lined with fisher- 
men, both large and small, black and white, who, 
with ree] and rod or seins, are absolutely depopu- 
lating these streams of their acquatic inhabitants. 
This is kept up all summer, and the result is, the 
finny tribe is getting scarcer and scarcer, sufficient 
time not being given them to repopulate the 
streams, and our people are beginning to look for 
this luxury in vain. If something is not done to 
prevent these terrible inroads upon the finny tribe 
it will only be a few years until there will be no 
trout, or for that matter, fish of any kind, in the 
north Georgia streams. 
The Waynesboro Citizen has little hope for the 


cat crop, and says: 

We have understood through the whole season 
that the oat crop of the county was unusually un- 
promising, but we are pleased to jeainm from prom- 
inent farmers that the prospects are brightening 
each Cay. The terrible drouth of last fall prevent 
ed the sowing of a fall crop, and aspring crop is 
usually considered doubtful. The drouth 
not only prevented the sowing of a fall 
crop, butlimited the planting of a large area in 
spring grain. Thereis, therefore, a Smaller crop 
of oats sown in the county than has been the case 
for years. Some of the crops sownin the fall 
are fine, and among these exceptions is the crop of 
Mr. W. J. Hatcher, a specimen of which we have 
bad in our window for several days, tazen, as wc 
are informed, as an. average from a 40-acre field. 
Many of our farmers have passed and been at: 
tracted by this specimen. Some say they can 
‘*beat them,’’ while others sneeringly say, ‘‘they 
came from a manure pile.’”’ To those who assert 
that they can excel the specimen exhibited, we 
cap only say we congratulate you. To those who 
ray they were grown in a& manure pile, we have 
only to say, ifone foot of landin Burke county 
properly fertilized will produce such oats, theu 


every foot of land in the county, properly ferti a 


izeé, will dotbe same, andthe farmer who goé4 
upon the ‘“‘manure pile”. theory, condemns his 
agricultural policy whenever he 
offers such an argument. Burke 
county is the home of the oat, (it growing wild 
in many parts of the county), and, indeed, all 
other varieties of grain, and will ow almost 
spontaneously. Itisnot the home of the cotton 
plant, for, although the county produces from 
25,000 to 30,000 bales perannum, we have yet to 
see ‘‘a sample’ of the highest grade of cotton. The 
secret of the great number of bales produced is 
becaure our Jands are generous, and our farmers 
plant all cotton. The day is fast approaching 
when the farmer will apprecia e the adaptation of 
soil and climate, and yield obedience to the dic- 
tates of nature, 

Mr. J. J. Nicholson, of Sumter, has cabbage three 
feet acrossand some hard heads. Mr. Parker, 
who has just returned to Americus from the ex- 
position and circulated about New Orleans, tells 
the Republican that he saw but one such garden 
in histrip. Healso hastwo young colts. This 
looks like business in the matter of husbandry. 
fix months attention is all that these sucklers re- 
quire, hence to maturity, the woods pasture and 
other pastures will suffice to make hundred dollar 
horses, an expense which runs not over 35 or 40 
dollars. Mr. George Herndon has also some fine 
colts, Heisnear by. This idea of raising colts 
is a good one, it is welding in a link in the chain 
of self support and independence. The man who 
makes his own meat and bread and raises hisown 
stock on his planting and living place is on the 
high road to wealth if notto fame. The first be- 
ing the most essential and the latter one of the 
accidents of success. 

From the Americus Recorder it is gleaned that 
Mr. C, W. Parrott brought in his wool crop forsale 
Tuesday. Wool is rather down this season—fifteen 
cents for burry and sixteen for the average grade, 
Mr. Parrott says that he has only saved about fifty 
per cent of his lambs, and that the wool yield is 
poor, weighing from. two and a half to three 
pounds from common stock, and five from Meri- 
nos. A remarkable thing about the business is 
the depredations committed bythe buzzards this 
season. He says that they ate a number of his 
lambs, and actually pounced on a grown ewe and 
killed her, stripping the fiesh from her in a trice. 
These birds frequently destroy young animals, 
but itis a rare thing for them to trouble the 
grown-up stock,

Apswering the question: ‘‘Does farming pay’ 


the Greenesboro Journal says: 

The times are certainly not very inviting. A 
heavy pressure is felt in business circles. Failures, 
many of them involving hundreds of thousands, 
are of frequent occurrence. 

Every department of business, every industry 
feels the strain. These adverse influences re-act 
with tremendous force upon the one indastry 
which plays so conspicuous a part in keeping 
all the others going. Of course we refer 
to farming. When tne farmer is successful all 
other industries and every department of business 
prospers, and vice versa. The wealth and material 
prosperity of nations is dependent in a large 
measure upon the agricult interests. Let these 
languish and the whole country suffers. Com- 
merce ae manufacturing ,ceases. But there is. 
another view which may betaken. To thisour 
purpose in this article especially turns, 
When there is stagnation in business; when trade 
is dull, when factories are closed, when money is 
locked up in bank vaults instead of circulating to 
relieve the pressure; when these things are true, a 
terrible refiex influence 1s felt by the farmer. In 
consequence he is driven to use methods which 
his judgem ent does not approve to meet his wants. 
Apart from these drawbacksthe business of farm- 
ing has obstacles and difficulties peculiar to itself, 
These are many avd great; so much sothat manyin 
this day are ready to say that farming does not 
pay. But we are prepared to affirm, without the 

ear of success{ul contradiction, that despite all 
the influences which militate againstit, farming 
does pay—pay in Georgia—yes, pays in Greane 
county. As factsarealways more convincing than 
theories, we give for the encouragement of those 
jarmers who may be despondent, the following 
true incident: There lives in this county a 
gentleman, a portion of whose history 
we give for the encouragement of others. He came 
home at the close of the war, bringing a poor 
horse and not ten dollars in his pocket. He found 
his wife and four children with about fifteen days’ 
rations. Nothing daunted, he went to Work on a 
farm. In the course of time, from the days of ’65 
to the present, he has supported his family well, 
educated his children, and has paid $2,500 borrow- 
ed money. He now returns and pays tax on more 
than $3,000 worth of property. The moral is ap- 
parent. 

One of the most profitable and patriotic works 
to which the local press can lend its aid is the en- 
couragement of the farming interest. There is a 
good deal more importance in publishing the suc- 
cess Of Jobn Smith’s oat crop than thereisin a 
halfcolumn of politics. The farmers are the 
foundation of the state. Upon their prosperity 
the success of every other calling depends, The 
man who introducesa fine milker into his com- 
munity, who coaxes out of his soil the largest 
Irish potatoes, whose wheat heads the earliest, 
who treats his guests to native money, who has 
Georgia meat on his table for 
breakfast and more in the smoke- 
house. Such a man is to be honored, and is wor 
thy of all praise. Among the local newspapers 
which deserve mention in encoraging rivairy 
among the farmers, the Perry Home Journal de- 
serves mention.

WINNIPEG, Man., May 16.—News has been re- 
ceived here this morning from reliable sources 
that Riel, the rebel’ leader, was captured yester 
day by the dominyTMtroops. His followers are 
scattered, and it “/beMeyed the rebellion is ended. 

St. PAUL, MIPN., May 16—A special dispatch 
from Winnipeg{ received at 4a. m. to-day, says: 
**Riel was captwred to-day (friday) at noon, three 
miles porth of Batonche, by three scouts named 
Dieye, Thorne €nd Armstrong. He appeared un- 
concerned, but begged notto be shot. He was 
taken to General Middleton’s headquarters,” 

WHAT RIEL HAS TO SAY. 

Riel, whileriding intocamp, expressed himself 
to hiscaptors as follows: “I do not think this 
trouble will be without result, as the complaints 
of the farmeis will be regarded with some degree 
of attention.”’ When told that his books and 
papers hed been captured he said: ‘I am glad. 
‘ibis wil show that lam nota loc«] leader of re- 
beliion. Ibave been encouraged by people of 
good standing atand around Prince Albert, who 
invited me over from Montrea!.’’ He asked 
would they give him a fair trial, civilor martial. 
Armstrong told him he would be tried by martial 
law. Kiel drew a long breath, but said 
pothing, He spoke egain of not being the head 
man in the rebellion, and then commenced pray- 
ing and madethe signof the cross. He asked 
whether his family would be blown up with that 
gun with the crowd, meaningithe Gatling, and 
then said he didn’t want to be selfish, and hoped 
none of the’ bali-breeds would suffer, nor his own 
family. He then commenced prayiag 
again. In appearance he is now a 
common half-breed, and looks very dilapidated. 
He epends most of his timein talking ina wander- 
ing manuer and prayer. 

THE RESULT OF THE CAPTURE. 

The capture of Riel will end the rebellion so far 

as the half-breeds ate concerned. A band of

BRITISH POLITICS. 


THE DIFFICULTIES 


THE CABINET. 


Act Over the Protest of Mr. Chamberlain—The 
Laboring Men of Ergiand inthe Coming 
Campaign—Other Foreign News. 


Lonpon, May 16.—The Daily News, liberal, ex 
presses the fear that the cabinet may be beatenon 
the Irish crimes act by a coalition of radicals, Par. 
nellites and those of the conservatives who follow 
the lead of Lord Randolph Churchill. 

The Dublin Freeman’s Journal, in-an editorial 
to-day, commenting on Gladstone's statement in 
the house of commons last night, regarding the 
government's intentions in relation to the Irish 
crimes act, says; “The renewalof theact is a 
humiliating confession of the failure of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s boasted land act.”’ 

THE QUESTION IN THE CABINET, 

The government, in accordance with Giadstone’s 
announcement yesterday, laid before parliament 
a list of the official papers relating to the Afghan 
frontier question. The papers contain nothing 
which has not already been known and only cover 
the well known ground upto the Penjdeh inci- 
dent, and throw no light whatever on the nature 
of the negotiations which have heen carried on 
between Russia and England siz_e the date of the 
battle on the Kushk, 

The quarrel] in the cabinet over the advisability 
of renewing the Irish crimes act came to a head 
this afternoon. A minority of the ministers 
headed by Joseph Chamberlain, chairman of the 
board of trade, advocated the abandonment oi 
the act.. This minority was finally over- 
borne, and the government have decided 
to propose the renewal for two years of the act in 
a modified form, The Parnellites are this even: 
ingindignant at the government for this Gecis- 
ion. They have pavers warned the ministers 
that theeffect of an attempt to renew the act, 
even in a greatiy mitigated form, will be the 
throwing of the influence of the home rule vote of 
the English constituency with'the opposition. 

CLOSING THE SESSION, 

Ministerial arrangements haye been made to 
bring the present parliamentary session to a close 
by the middle of the coming July at furtherest. 


In all likelihood this intention will be thwarted 
by the determination of Parnell’s followers t 
resist the passage of the renewal bill. Parnell is 
a master Of parliamentary tactics,and if the re- 
newal bill be objectionable to his party, there can 
be no doubt that he will so obstruct its passage as 
to prolong the session uncomfortably. He may 
be able toextend the session for several weeks, 
and then tire out the government, 
ANOTHER SOURCE OF IRRITATION, 


There is another source of estrangement be- 
tween the Parnellites and the ministerialis:s, and 
this is the interference of the government,through 
Mr. Errington, special British agentatthe vati- 


can, in the appointment of a Catholic archbishop 
for the ciocese of Dublin, to succeed the late Car- 
dinal McCabe. The home rulers desired Dr. 
Walsh, of Maynooth college. He is eminently wor- 
thy to succeed the late cardinal in the principal 
see in Ireland, and besides bas nationalist sym- 
pathies. Besides, the Catholic clerical conclave, 
which met in Dublinto chose the nominees for 
the place, elected Dr. Walsh asthe first choeiceof 
three candidates. The ‘prayers and longings of 
prelates, priests and people seem,’’ says the 
United Ireland, ‘ unavailing at Rome against the 
secret machinery of the English government.’’ 

Glacstone’s promises to , Ireland certain 
schemes forthe extension of local self government 
and tofacilitate land purchases in Irelend, have 
failed to soften the Irish opposition to his policy, 
concerning the Irish‘crimes act, They will ac- 
cept nothing short of an abandoment ot the whole 
crimes bill 

THE ENGLISH LABORING MEN, 

The approach of the generai election campaign 
is bringing forward an unexpected poiitical 
strepgth among the British working meu, The 
workiug men are actively engaged in 
the work of raising subscriptions 
for the purpose of sending workmen to parlia- 
ment. There can hardly bea doubt that the reas 
ou why there are at present so few representatives 
of the poor man in the British parliament to-day, 
lies in the fact thatuo man without a secured 
Jivelihood can afford to accept an unprofitable 
parliamentary seat, and few labor constituencies 
csp afiord tofurnish salaries by subscription. If 
the members were to-day salaried, like American 
COI gres*Fmen, the house of commons would soon 
be revolutionized in its character. Joseph Arch, 
the egricultural laborer’s candidate has consented 
to contest the constituency of West Norfolk, 
sud is supported in his determination by the 
liperal Jeaders, There isa movement organized 
in parallel lines to raise the number of workmea 
to megisterialists in Lancashiere and Yorkshire, 
and several members of trades associations have 
&lready been offered magisterial appointments. 

CHARGES AGAINST GLADSTONE’S CHARACTER, 

Parliamentary circles are greatly excited over 
charges against the private character of Glad 
stone,Sir Char'es Dilke colonial seretarcy,and o:h- 
ers. Advance sheets of these letters have been 
supplied to a number of English papers and 
courts. The leiters give a uumber of scandals 
egainst the gentlemen named. Some 
of these scandals are old, but many 
of them are new. It will perhaps be new 
10 most American readers that Gladstone is yvul- 
nerable te gossip, especially to gossip concerning 
women ButCount Paul Vasali refers circam- 
stantially to the ej as having been engaged 
in anot very creditabie interview witha lovely 
woman described as ‘‘Laura B,’’ who is known to 
many, and who is described in the count’s letter 
as a WOmMan who has contracted sole very respec- 
table debts in Paris society, “the only thing 
about her,’’ says Vasali, ‘‘which can be calird re- 
spectable.’’ The count, in that part of his litera- 
ture in which he associates the name ofthe 
British premier with that of Laura B, declares 


that the ‘beauty named had occasion 
to send her portrait to her 
old adurirer, and Mrs. Gladstone, 


who jealously watches over the whims and fancies 
of her husband, sent the portrait back. 

Continuing the same subject, Count Paul Vasali 
fays among other things: “I cannot tell you 
whether the relations of the ‘‘grand old man’’ 
with Mrs. Langtry bave ever stepped beyond the 
bounds of a certain sentimentalism, but I can teil 
you that he has not ceased to pay his court to wo- 
men. He has a passion for billet doux, and even 
from bis seat in parliament, he seud notes to one 
of his beautiful assistants, which he often handed 
to discreet messengers, under the eye of Mrs. Glad- 
stone, were suppressed. 

Commenting upon the rumors about Gladstone’s 


alleged relations with Madame WNovidoff, 
the editor of _ the Novelle Revieu, 
which is publishing Count Vasali’s 


letters,“declares as a friend of this lady that the 
reports are false. He adds, however, that he can- 
pot affirm thata woman of such intelligence as 
that possessed by Mme. Novidofl is not flattered 
by the sentiments with which she inspires Glad 
stone, but he denies thatshe has ever responded 
with even a shadow of flirtation. 


DRAGGING IN OTHERS,

was “What modifications can be made in associa: 
tion methods for better reaching young men?’ 
The discussion was presided over by Mr. Benja- 
min Shaw, of Pittsburg. Mr. Brown, state secre- 
tary of Jllinois, took the stand and answered 


questions on the topic. The discussion was open- 
ed with a paper by H. K. Porter, member of the 
international committee and president of the 
Pittsburg association, read by George Payden, of 
Pittsburg. The paper stressed the evangelical test 
of membership. The importance ofa building 
wasfthown. Bulletins have been found yaluable, 
and ‘‘the Watchman” has been found a useful 
agency in the work. It is an excellent medium of 
exchange of opinions. 

After the reading of the paper, there were sug- 
gestions and inquiries on thoughts relative to the 
topic. It was the common opinion of those 
speaking that there should be signs at the 
entrances ofall Y. M. C. A. rooms, which could 
be readily seen and could not fail to attract atten- 
tion. The condition of the rooms, and the way 
in which they should be kept, was discussed. The 
rooms ought to be commodious, neat, well 
arranged and furnished with ail possible con- 
veniences, 

Some o the delegates thought there was danger 
of making the rooms too fine so that members 


would feel under restraint and would 
uot want to go to the rooms unless 
they were dressed for the occasion. This idea 
did not meet with the general approval. It was 


the sentiment of the convention that the rooms 
oug ht to be made as beautiful and elegant as pos- 
sible. Mr. Kennedy, of London, said that athietic 
sports could be madea valuable accessory He 
believed in presenting the brightest side of Chris 
tianity tomen. Itis our duty to use every means 
we canto make our associations attractive, so as 
to win men through every avenue 
which ean be made to ,lead up to 
better and purer lives. 

For the spiritual improvement in the work, 
evening prayersin the rooms were highly com- 
meuded. Frequent personal appeals to uncoavert- 
ed young men, and the stirring upof new mem- 
bers to active, practical work were also considered 
most worthy means. There ought to bea thor 
ough convass of every community where there is 
anassociation. The field shouid be worked up 
thoroughly

and the best means of sdvancipgit. Mr. Charles 


Yatman, of Newark, New Jersey, presided and di- 


rected the discussion. Mr,.McBirney, of Newark, 
‘poke highly of boys work. It isoneofthe great 
departments of the Y. M.C. A. 

Mr. Bridge, of Montreal, said it was as impor- 
tant to attend to the boys as to the men. 

Mr. McConnough, of Philadelphia, said boys 
cught not to be taken too young Sound judgment 
should be exercised here. 

The question as to the age at which bogs are 
sdmitted in the various associations elicited va- 
rious replies which showed that the boys’ 
work was applied to boys between the ages of ten 
and sixteen. All secretaries who had bad con- 
yersions from the boys’ department this year were 
asked to rise. Over thirty rose. They announced 
tbe number of conversions in each association 
which bad boys’ work.- The numbers ran from 5 
to 35, and the total was 323. The value of ladies’ 
assistance in the work for boys was attested 
by a dozen secretaries. | The la- 
dies arrange the entertainments and 
make the rooms attractive. In some of the boys’ 
meetings there is a Bible drill, followed by a so- 
cial meeting. 

The boys, it was thought, should not be admit- 
ted to the rooms when open for young men, 

The publication of a pamphlet giving the result 


of boys’ work was recommended. 
A boys’ department was strongly 
recommended for every association, 


Kegular weekly meetings ior boys were recam- 
mended and ajmeeting once a month for business. 
Amusements are provided in some of the rooms 
for boys. They are furnished with literature 
adapted to their tastes, andin some places there 
are innocent games prepared fer them. 

One young man rose up and said he had been 
converted in the boys’ work and now aimed to 
become a secretary. [Applause | 

It was stated that a boys’ meeting had organized 
the work in Springfield, Illinois. — 

In some of the associations there isa junior and 
sepior classin the boys’ department. Inu others 
there isa general membership. About a dozen 
delegates rose in response to the inquiry as to 
who had separate boys’ reading rooms. Somehad 
boys’ libraries with organs and other attractious, 
someof the boys’ rooms were openall day, 
and others opened after school hours and closed at 
9 o’clock at night. : 

Are there any dangers in the boys’ work’? Mr. 
Cephas Brainerd, of New York, said the danger was 
drawing the boys away from the influence of 
home. The mother is the best company for the 
boy, and the home should have moat of his time. 
[Applause | He looked upon this as the danger 
to be avoided inthis excellent work. Some of the 
associations have a boys’ Bible class either Sunday 
or on some night during the week. 

Some of the secretaries stated that they tried to 
train the boys to conduct meetings. een 

In Newark and other places the ovrincipal 
boys’ work is among the lower ciasses. The boot- 
blacks and street boys are brought into the rooms, 
entertained and placed under good influences. 

It was asked why the boys’ work did uot reach 
the lower classes of boys 

Mr. McBirney said the association aimed to 
reach the average young men and the average 
boys. There is no special agency for reaching the 
higher classes or the lower classes. If we 
make a special effoit for the lower 
classes we might get a class of boys which would 
drive off other boys. 

Mr. Orr, of Pittsburg, in summarizing the work, 
ssid it proved that aed yptors is better than cure, 
and that boys trained properly in the separate 
work for them grew up to be Christian men. He 
summarized the various ss as to the ar- 
rangement of the rooms and the various mestings 


for boys.

The morning session was concluded with a Bible 
reading by Dr. Marshal), state secretary of ludiana.

Mr. H. E. Brown, secretary of the international 
committee for work among the colored young 
men in thesouth, addressed the convention con- 
cerning that work. He said hejconid not give 
Statistics fully, as he had just been notified thas 
he would be expected to speak. | 

There are maby peculiar circumstances about 
the work among the colored you 
men. Nearly all the advan 

sctools for colored young men are supp 
je religious denominations, and sometimes 
object that theycannot give moré pomee 
ious exercises than is already allowed. ere 
in the county about 40 schools of high grade for 
colored people. About -5 0f these have Young 
Men’s Christian asscciations. There are fiveor 
six outside Young Men’s Christian associations 
outside ef the colleges and schools, but in tae 
seme localities. A difficulty comes in because of 
the great distances and the short porkets. To 
visit these 20:c!iocls it is necessary to travel be- 


tween 8,000 and 4,090 miles. 
It is, therefore, almost impossible toe 


bave any gevesal meetings of the representatives 
of these associations. They cannot atiord state or 
general secretaries. But there are many great eu- 
couragements. The zeal with which the colored 
young men teke hold of this work is very cheer- 
ing. They seem totake a wide aud liberal inter- 
est in the work among colored schools all over the 
country. The nearly two million colored young 
men in the south who are destined to have a large 
iufluence in this government and to mould Af- 
rica to a bettercondition are directly within the 
reach of thsse young men eng 

in a C. ; work. We have as 
yet no buildings, no state secretaries. but we have 
devoted young men, who, by self-sacrifice and 
burping zeal. are pushing the work among their 
fellows. 1 find that the average pdy of young 
colored men who go out to preach the gospe 
emong their people is less than $165 a year. Still 
they go bravely on with their association work, 
lbave known only one association to go down 
amongthem. Printed outlines for the work are 
prepared and are found to be valuable auxilia- 
rice, 

Mr. Bouran, of Nashville, said that Mousignor 
Capel, while on a recent visitto Fisk university, 
said he raw as high a grade 
of cfficiency in Latin among the 
students there as he had ever found. Mr. Bouran 
said that he discovered at the Monteagle associa- 
tion last year that the colored student who stood 
firstin Greek and Latin at the university was 
b'acking boots in the morning that he might make 
money enough to help him through his course,

Industrial training for boys is not 
city merely a dream, atheory to be put in 
prectice and tested. It is in actual operation. 
Through the genercsity of two or three 
prominent citizens who furnished the tvols

ebout three months ago on Marietta street, 
accessible to ail boys who desire to become 
artizans. A tuition fee of one dollara month 
is taken; for it is not a charity school in any 
respect, and eli the lads in attendance are 
bright-eyed, self-respecting fellows, who 
plainly intend to become self-supporting, 
useful and, perheps, cistinguished men 

The school room is an upper floor of a fac- 
tory that furnishes both spacs and motive 
power. The room isabout twenty-five feet 
square, On oneside are the desks for draw- 
ing, to which considerable attention is given; 
on another side are vices and otber'appliances 
for working in iron; on another side are the 
wood-workers, and the fourth side is filled 
with cases of tools, a forge and a lathe for 
turning wocd; on the floor isa lathe ania 
drilling machine, an anvil and the indispen- 
sable grindstone. Undoubtedly there are 
better equipped industrial schools in the 
country, but tbe school on Miurietia street 
bas all the tools and machines to 
teach the fundamental principles of working 
in weod or iren.

In our industrial schoo!, on the other 
hand,a boyisnot permitted to become a 
specialist. He is instructed in all the prin- 
ciples that underlie both classes of work. In 
ameasure be must learn how to work in 
both wood and iron. He must learn how to 
do mechanical drawing. The arithmetical 
problems of both trades are paris of his les. 
sors. Thereis but one way to hold a ham- 
mer, or any other tool; this is taught. How 
to sharpen and czre for tools, and how to 
make them, are a}! practiced, What is the 
result? There are bright, boys in the school 
in Marietta street, who, in the ‘opinion of 
those qualificd to speak, are competent to 
earn in our shops the wages of mechanics, 
alihough they have been in school only three 
months. None of them, however, expect to 
seek employment on such terms until their 
competency is clear and undisputed. 

When the school was opened it was de- 
ciced that only twenty-five students could 
be accommodated. Fifty applied for ad- 
mission almost at the outset, and the waiting 
list is larger than the list of students. The 
boys attend from 7 o'clock to 9 o’clock three 
times a week. They are all boys who earna 
living during the day; one of them, for ex- 
ample, is a carrier of Tue Constitution, 
They come from all paris of thecity. One 
walksto the school from the neighborhood 
of the Grant park, another comes on horse- 
beck from the country. They are boys who 
bave strong wills, clear heads and bright 
feces; and when they takeup their school 
work there is no whispering, no schoolboy 
pranks, no trifling whatever. They have 
acquired the bearing and manner of skilled 
and thoughtful workers; and the men whose 
money and labors have -p!anted this school in 
our city never see the boys at work, we verily 
believe, without being thankfal from the bot- 
tom of their great hearts that they were led 
to make the experiment. 

We bave spoken more at length of the 
school than we at first intendedtodo. We 
proposed at the ontset to simply call atten- 

ion tothe fact that a beginning had been 
-made in our city of the mighty m»vement 
that will soon sweep over the land, changing 
for the better our system of public education. 
The ds, as well as the head, are to be 
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tarn, and have, therefore, rights of education 
as well as their brothers who delve in Greek 
and Latin. The school we have described 
will remain open until the first of June, 
when it will be closed to, be reopened in the 
fall. All who are interested in industrial 
training; in the system that proposes to 
make our boys who are 80 inclined good 
mechanics, should visit the school before it 
is closed at the end of this month. All will 
be welcomed, and to all who go we need not 
say snother word. The school in operation

The Mormon church, through three of its 
strongest leaders, has laid before the presi- 
dent its grievances.

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A TALK WITH MAYOR HILLYER ON 
THE PROPOSED SALE, 


HeGives a Statementiofthe Situation—The Water 
works ina Deplorablie Condition aad Some- 
thing Must be Done—An O fier of $250,000 
Cash aud Privileges to be Gonsidered. 


To-morrow night the city council will] be called 
upon to pass on the question of selling or not sell: 
ing the waterworks. 

A great deal of interest centers in this import- 
ant qtestion, but the interest that it deserves has 
not been shown by the public generally until now. 

Atlanta was never faced by a question oi greater 
moment. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter met Mayor 
Hillyer and had a long talk with him on the sub- 
ject. 

WHAT THE MAYOR SAID. 

‘Tell me,’’ said the reporter, ‘'the history of 
this movement to sell the waterworks?” 

Said the mayor: 

‘‘The general council was confronted from the 
very first with the problem of water supply in the 
city, and the situation was such 
that it amounted to a crisis, The water is muddy, 
the supply is inadequate and the water shed is 
gracually being settled upand the water is be 
coming contaminated and the reservoir is filliag 
up with mud and sediment ai the rate of probably 
au inch or two a year, the battery of the boilers is 
in very bad condition, three of them are’ so dan- 
gerous as to be cut of use, and one of them is cold 
and hashed po fire in it for a year past. The 
sare degree Of misgiving and suspicion attaches 
to the others. The pumping machinery 1s rapidly 
wearing out, one of the pumps is 

PRACTICALLY DISABLED, 
and the other is not to be relied on for any defiatte 
length of time, at least not more thana few years. 
The growing demands inthe city for water madeit 
necessary to incresse the speed of the pumpa and 
in driving the supply through the sixteen-inch 
main the resistance and pressure was so great as 
to constantly menace the city with the bursting 
of that -main, which, being the onty 
artery of supply, would leave the City 
without water for general purposes, and as 
this was most lisble to hbappen in time ot ire, 
inigbt amount, and probably would, toa terrible 
calamity in case of firein any dangerous locality. 
It is true that pains have been taken to keep the 
cisterns filled,and we wou:d have some littie 
hope from that, but it would be a very meagre 
and unsafe reliance, and at any time a fire migat 
startatone end of a leading street and sweep 
clear through the city and leave the best part of 
the place in ashes before it could be stopped, 
TAKING THE MATTER IN HAND, 

“What was done’”’ 

“The committee on waterworks took the matter 
earnestly in hand, and their idea, and,to faras I 
am aware, the idea of the members oi council, 
was to make a full test of the artesian well, 
although they had no definite faith 
in it. . They were ready to 
«xbaust every rearonable means totest that ex- 
periment, and if it succeeded to make the most of 
it, and if it faved, then Ws advocates wouid join 
the vity anthoriticsin someother remedy. tae 
idea, too, wes carly broached and earnest'y 8dvo- 
cated on the part of some of our people to seil the 
water works out and get rid of the responsibility 
and trouble by placing it inthe hands of a private 
company.

The last named gentle- 
man is nuderstood to be one of the lea iing men of 
the Holly manufacturing company. His bid isin 
three aliernatives.

Now if we allow one thousand dollars a year 
more—aud perhaps two thousand a year wouid 
not be unreasonable—for the other advantages 
offered the city in this bid, it would make ia all 
twelve thousand @qliars’ worth of water supplied 
to the city free. Now, counting Atlanta as blessed 
with a state of public credit that would enable her 
to borrow money at 5 percent by an annual in- 
terest outlay of $12,000, she could borrow 3249,000 
But if she gets $12,000 worth of water service that 
v could fairly represent a capitalization of $240,009. 
Now, in this bid the city is offered $250,000 cash, 
erdif we count the other service at its value by 
cApitelizaticn it is worth $240,000, making in ll

fairly more than tbe total the works cost the city. 
All of the bids carry with them guarantees to the 
¢ity and the public against extortion . and 
for seculing the performance of the covenauts 
contained in the contract. For instance, it is 
stipuiated that the water rates to consumers shall 
never exceed, Upon an average, those heretoiore 
used, and it is provided that if the purchasers fail 
and refuse to perform their ¢ontract, the city may 
take possession ofthe works and run them at the 
expense of the purchaser,’’ 

CAN BUILD THE CANAL. 

“What about a different :upply incase it is 
needed ?”’ 

“Itis stirulsted that the purckaseris not to be 
restricted 10 he present source 
Oof:upply, but if that becomes wunwholesome or 
Proves inadequate they are to get it elsewnere, 
and that they are toputin all the necessary im- 
provements andentargcment of the works withia 
one year from the date of the contract. The pur- 
chaser is bound absolutely and at all hazards to 
the performance ef these conditions. He is 
Usable if he fails thereinto bave the works seized 
r other remedies given by law.’’ 

CONTEMPLATED IMPROVEMENTS, 

“What does the company contemplate in the 
way of improvements?” 

“Mr. Hildreti §stated before the council that 


the improvements they contempiated would be. 


to have a double main, and to put in all adequate 
and necersary machinery and extensions, involv- 
ing an expenditure approximating $200,000, to be 
maceatonce. On the other hand, if other supply 
mains are laidin thestreetson theorder of the city 
which the city would have the right to require then 
hydrants would haveto be putin every 400 feet 
on new mains.

Ofcourse no prudent com- 
pauy would pay sucha price unless they could 
get some guarantee of protection. They propose 
to pay $250,000 cash, putin $2€0,000 of improve-

THE MAYOR’s IDEA. 
“My own idea about it,’’ continued the mayor,
